the Key-hole, faw an old poore halfe-ſtaru'd Seruing- 
man leane againſt the wall, bewailing the miſcries of 
the time preſent, and gricuing at the alterations of the 
time palit, deſpairing of the amendment of the time to 
come. 1 was haife afraid of him dreading that inſtead of 
better meat he would fall aboord of mee and my troope; 
at lait, ſecing me retreat backe, hebeckened ro me, and 
watering cuery word with a tcare, he ſpake to mee as 
followeth :

I hauc knownc the time when I haue ſcene a Gentle- 
man Scuver(that Captainclike led a company of Seruing- 
menbare, or bare Scruingmen) armed with full diſhes 
of mcat, and the Clerke of the Kitching, the Clerke of 
that {tomacktull Band bringing vp the Reare, that in a 
quarter af an houres warning, would performe a braue 
pecce of ſcruice, and ſpitc of hunger and famine place 
the right worſhiptull tur-loyne at the vpper end o the 
Table, attendcd by two fawcers of Vineger and Pepper, 
that waited 6n him like hisPages.I had almoſt forgotthe 
ſtife-neck'd colerick Coller of Brawn,that boldly charg'd 
on the Front with his fprig of Roſemary on his head, 
inſtead Of a white feather, like a Bride-buſh : but if 
theſe tout Captaines, Brawne and burly Beefe could not 
take done the !tomackes of thoſe that did afſault them 
with their leighted blades, inſtantly vpon the Reare 
would cone whole troopes of hot ſouldicrs, as Capong, 
Hens, Lambe, Mutton and Veale to their reſcue, and 
efter them whole companies ef wildc-fowle would

the Proclamation that ſummons all Country-Genticmep 
to rcturne into the Countrey, would take hold of him 
and many others that lyc lurking there becauſe they 
would not be troubled in the Country with their poore 
 nicghbours. - | 
As for thy Mafter,that ſpent more in three or foure 
yeare, than hee is able toget together againe in three- 
ſcore, I did not entice to that expence: Can I helpe his 
riot and exceſſe? I defirctov nO 18Aan, T lour ro ſee 
men bountH#aull, not prodigall : I neuer enticed him to 
luxury ; I thought what would become of his prodiga- 
lity.He was $__ becauſc he would be accounted & 
good houſe-keepcr. A good houſe-keeper ? Oh ſim plici- 
oY ! that for keeping three or foure prodigall and ful- 
ome feaſts, he ſhon'!d make himſcife 4begger for ener 
afrer. I thinke indecd now that a good houlc isebler to 
keepe bim, than hea good houſe. No, no, they are the 
meanes that blefſe,no man can line without them,though 
few hauc them, W hat ceuſe had your Maſter to feaſt all 
the richeſt in the Country,an1 at one ſumptuons and ſin. * 
fall ſupper,to conſume more than would releeue aPariſh 
of poore folks a quarter? Is this charity? No,no. Bat 
I thinke your Maſter doth ſcarce know where he-may 
reade this. His fulſome, giutronous, and Bacchan. lian 
Feafts, did prefage of faſts. Tt gricucd mee firſt to fore- 
ſte it, now toknow it. Is it charity to lard and greaſe 
the fat Country Bores, 1 meane the rich chuftes that 
hane enough in their Barnes to releeue themfclues and 
their poore neighbours ? This kils, not cures charity. 
Gluttonous Feafts coſt much, doe little good, much 
hurt. They mingle Earth, Heauen, Sea, and Fire in their 
bellics at one fitting. What Fowle ſocucr flies in the 
Aire, what Beaft ſocucr treads on the Earth, what Fiſh | 


focuer ſwimmes in the Sea, an1 what ſtrange drinkes, 
D 2 Wines, 
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. Wines, and trong Waters ſocuer, (that are of fiery na- 
turcs) we barrell vp in our bellies 4t one dinner or 
per : So that the coatulion' of \theſe Elements cannot 
chooſc but beget diuers tempeſts in vs, which like earth- 
quakes continually ſhake our bodies by the ariſing of 
hot and fhcry vapours from our ſtemackes. So that if 
Nature could finde her tongue now, as in thedaycs of 
Owid, {hee would complaine once more to exe of her 
wrongs: fer is it not againſt Nacure: to ſee fiſhes that 
ould ſwimme inthe Scas, firſt ſwinmme in wine vine« 
gar, then in wine, being ſo ſcorcht,carbonadoed, ſows'd, 
and ſo martyred, that when it comes tathe Table,a man 
Canno: = whether it be fiſh or fleſh ? Then to haue 
another diſh brought to-the boord coucr'd oucr with an 
inundation of Vinegar, Oyle, and Pepper ? Is it not 
againſt Nature to hauc s of Butter roſted, whoſe 
Cooking with whitc-bread, Cinamond and Sugar will 
Colt more than halfe a dozen Milch Kine will yeeld ina 
weeke? Isit not againſt Nature to have Mutton larded 
with recce, and breaded with Ciuet ? To hauc 
Birds ceme tothe Table lim'd to the diſh with viſcous. 
 andclammy fawces, faſter than they were before in the 
Fowlers lime-rwigs ? And to haue many of theſe innen- 
ted and made diſhes come to a Table, doe you thinke 
it would not make Nature complaine ? Yes, yes; forall 
this doth no good to Charity, And it is no wonder, as 
the Philoſopher faich, why ſo ſuddenly we dye, ſeeing 
we liue by Deaths. Some will out-Epicure Gets the 
Emperour, that kad his Table furniſh'd with diſhes ac- 
cording tothe Alphabet : ſome againc almoſt as glutto- 
nous 8s Theoeritus Chin, that hauing devoured at one 
bit, a live iſh, faid that hee had ſwallowed heaucn : To 
whom one an{wcred, that he wanted one thing, which 
was tedrinke off the Sea at a draught; new if hee had 
but remembred ro bid him cat the carth inſtead of bread, 
hc hagt made « pretty meale of it, Alas, alas, this _ 
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ouſneſſe kils as many as Phyſicke. Let: Chrifmas be at 2 
feaſt where is good {tore of good cheere, but not roo 
dainty or coſtly, but ſuch as a mans owne yard-or pa- 
ſture affords ; where the Tables are fill'd with gueits, 
not rich, but peore ; not ſo few as the Graces, that are 
onely three ; orno more than the Mules, nine ; for a 
aſt ought tobe abſolate for all commers. 

Iam of his minde, for if I hauc a moderate prepara- 
tion of mcat and drinke, honeſt mirth, good welcome, 
and a cup of good Wine or Beere; I care not tor ſer Sup- 
pers, high Muſicke, complementall Cringies. No, no, if 
your maſter had bat began thus moderately, he aced noc 
now to haue taken the City ouer bis head to hide hime- 
ſelfe from me+ But he is not ge firſt that hathdone fo, 
(though that bee noexcuſe for him) I would he might 
be the laſt, for I and my followers farce the worſe for him 
and ſuch profuſe Prodigals. 

Soaway went I and my traine, haning little comforr 
yet as you may percciue, but as wee were walking and 
ralking of our bad fortune, wee might percciue a plat

\ he began to ſalute mee and bid mee welcome into the 

Country, telling me if itpleaſed me I ſhould be welcome 
to his houſe : So without many cireunfances I rooke 
his proffer, and with my (now) merry maces went t0- 
ward his Farme, which was not farre off. As ſoone as 
we came intothe yard (well tored with Poultrey) che 
Farmer himſclfc ſhooke me by the hand, and bid all the 
reſt welcome. The Dame of the hoale dre(t vp in her 
home-ſpunne Gowne, came to meet me ; the MaiGeter- 
rants reioyced to ſee mee, and the Plow-mer:s hearts 
leap'd in their ftraw-colour'd letherd Doublecs for 10 y 
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' of my approach. Then with all Councry ſolemnity T way 
had into the Parlour and ſet downe by a good fire. I 
was prefented with a'coup of browne Ale, ſeaſoned with 
Sinamon, Natmegs, and Sugar. W hen dinner was rea- 
dy, 1 was ſctatthe vpper end of the Table, my owne 
company ſet round about me, and thercſt eat with the 
ſervants. We had Brawne of their owne feeding, Beete 
of their owne killing ; wee had brave plom-broth in 
bole-diſhes of a quart. The W hite-loate ranne yp and 
dowhe the Table, like a Bowlein an Alley,-cuery man 
might hauca fling at him: the March- eere march'd vp 
arddowne, and wee wereall merry without the kelpe 
of any Muſicians, We hag good cheere,and good wel. 
come which was worth a; fortkg Good-man of the 
houſe &6id not looke with a ſower or ſtoicall brow, but 
was fall of mirth and alacrity, fothat it made the houſe 
merry. g 
A ; quothT, this is ſomething like, our dinner is 
better than our breakfaſt, this is as Chr1//mas would 
haue it, here is nexther too delicate cheere, which doth 
coſt much, or will cauſe ſurfeirs, or too little or meane, 
but ach as will Kill hunger, They are the beft feaſts 
where the poore are relecued, the richare able to helpe 
themſclucs. 

Dinner being done, Grace being ſaid, the Clothtaken 
away, the poore refreſh'd, wee went to the fire : before 
which, lay ſtore of Apples piping hot, expeRing a bole 
of Alc to coole rhemielues ins Euening Prayer drew 
nigh, ſa we all repaired to C hurch, where I heard my 
ſclte much ſpoken of, but after Seruice was done, few 


reſpected me ; ſome indeed, invited meto their houſes, 
but i thought my entertainment would not bee worth 
my labour, conſidering my company : ſo went I home 
againe with my honeſt Hobnaile-wearer, with whom TI 
paſt the time away in diſcourſe while ſupper, which be- 


ing ended, wee went to Cards, Some ſung Carrols, 
merry 
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merry ſongs, ſome againe to waſte the long nights, 
would rc: Winter-tales, Arlaſt came ina company of 
Maids wich Waſſcll, Waſkll, iolly Waſfſell : Irafted of 
their Cakcs, and ſup'd of their Bole : and for my ſake, 
che White-loate and Checſe were ſer before them, with 
Mince-Pics,and other meat, Theſe being gone, rhe tolly 
youths and plaine dealing Plow-ſwaines, being weary 
ot Cards, fell todancing ; from dancing to ſhew mee 
fom=: Gambols, Some ventured the breaking of rheir 
fhinnesro make mee ſport, ſome the (calding of their 
lippesto catch at Apples ryed at the end of a icke, ha» 
uing & lighted candle arthe other ; ſome ſhod the wilde 
Mare ; ſome at horcockles, andthelike, Theſe Connrry 
reuels expiring with the night, carly in the morning we 
all cooke our leaue of them, being loth ro be too trouble - 
fome; and rendring them vnfained thanks for our good 
cheere (whoſtill defired that we would {tay with them 
2 little longer) wee inſtantly trauclled towards the 
City. | : 
Being eatred intoit, we ſaw very few look with a ſmi- 
lingcountenance on vs, bat a few Preririces or Tourney 
men that weretrick'dvp in their Holl:day cloathes ; but 
we conicQured cheir Maſters were not vp, or clſe wee 
could nor goe {o farre vnib1dden. Ar laſt the Brls began 
to ring, euery houſe. holder began to beſtirre himſelfe, 
the Maid-ſcruanrs wee (ay run hurrying to the Cookes 
ſhops with Pies, and the lacks went as nimbly as any 
of the wiucs toneucs : and betore we were 2 ware, whole 
Pariſhes of people came toinuite vs to Ginner : Some 
rooke me bythe hinds and would haue me his gueſt, an- 
other cooke Saint Stephen; a third, Saint Jon; a fourth, 
Childermaſſe; bur New. y-ares day was welcome tothem 
all, eſpecially ro the rich ; bur all this while the p2ore 
wasnort look'd on, they wcre not iauiced ; it gricucd 
me,asitdid them (poore ſoulcs) 24 { ſpake as mnch 
as [ could tor them ;. but I was anſw-red,the Parith had 


taken

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taken order for the poore already, and thattheir houſes 
were onely for their friends, and r.ot Beggers ; and for 


 mypart, if I would ftay with them for a weeke or ſo, 


I ſhould bee as welcome to them as any of their rich 


neighbours. 
Alas, alas, ſaid'T, is Charity as well as Conſcience 
baniſh'd out of your freedome ? How can you make me 


eruly welcome, except the poore feed with me? It doth 


me more good to ſee a priſoner releas'd, and the poore 
man relicued, thantaſte of your daintiett meat. Yet I 
will confclſe I hage ſcene many famous and memorable 
deeds done by well-difpofed Citizens ; the Hoſpitals 
and other charitable houſes can witneflc it,and that ſome 
intheſe daics follow the foot-ſeps of their predeceflors; 
but the preſent compared to thoſe paſt, are no more in 
compariſon than the leaft Starre tothe Sunne, or a Glo- 
worme toa Starre, Charity in thoſe times was in her 
youth, in her prime, in her perfc& ripenefle ; now ſhee 
is old, decrepit, and lame: for ſheis ſcldome ſcene wal- 
king inthe ftrects, ſhee is now onely an Vmbra, a Sha- 
dow, a Ghoſt : her fubſtance is yaniſh'd ; nay, ſhee is 
dead ; And will you know when ſhee dicd ? I will tell 
you, When Prodigality, Drunkenneſle,and Excefle be- 
ganto liue, then ſhe dicd ; their generation was her de= 
{tru&ion. When Prodigality ſpent as much one day as 
would keepe her a morcth ; when Pride wore as many 
cloathes on hcr backe as would cloathan Hoſpitall of 
ſathericfle children; when Drunkennefſe ſwallowed, in 
the whirlepoole of hisbelly,more drinke at one draught 
than would quench the thirfls of many poore children ; 
when Gluttony ſpent morc at one meaic than would 
content many hungry Lezars; when Farmers began :0 
make their ſonres Gentlemen, and ycurg Genticmen 
bcganto be deuourcd by V ſurers : then, then, Charity 


win ix brr lay on her ſicke-bed, nay, on her death-bed. Will you 
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row when ſhe was 1n lice perteet health? ] will tell you, 
When 
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WherfGentlemen did not know what a yard of Sattin, 
Veluct, Cloth of Gold, or Tifſuc is worth ; when gold 
and ſilver lace were not ſcen in Cheap-ſide; when Beuer- 
Hats, blew, red, ycllow, and greene Starch were not 
wornez when Lords went in good Cloth, and their Sep. 
uingmenin good Frize, or Stuffe ; when the Gentry did 
not know what did belong to Tobacco, Anchouies, Cha- 
uiarc, and Pickled-Oyſters; when ſuch walking-Spirits 
as Foot-boyes and Pages went inuiſible ; when we went 
not hurryingalong the ſtreets in their French Carts, 
as faſt as ifthe Diuell had beene the Coach-man : then, 
then, Charity was well, was ia hcalth, and loek'd 
chcerefully, | 

The Roman Catholikes boaft they haue Chariry living 
with them (which they reucrence as much as they doe 
their Saints) by which, with the helpe of good works 
they to merite. Alas, alas, they are deceiued, their 
Charity will doe them little good, except they haue the 
helpe of herelder ſiſter, Faith. Therefore I think> it not 
amiſſe, if the Romaniſts would borrow ſome of our 
Faith for ſome of their Charity and pood deeds, for wee 
want one, as much as they doe the o: her.
